Distillation nl' Spirituous Liquors. 

WHEREAS an Ottoman Regulation of “20 Zilbi I .'104 requires the notifi¬ 
cation to the agency of the O.l’.D. of any stills possessed by persons, 

AND WHEREAS the t'.uslonis Department has taken over the Excise 
runetions of the O.I'.D.A.:- 


I. Notice is hereby given that any person possessing a still for 
the purpose of distilling spirituous liquors shall within a mouth from the date 
,.| the publication of this Notice notify the local Customs authority of the still 
or stills possessed by him. In places where no Customs authority exists, the 
notification shall he made to the District Officer. 

•_!. Every such still shall he sealed by the Customs authority and shall 
mit he utilised except with the permission of the Customs authority. Any per¬ 
son desiring lo use the still in his possession shall apply lo the local Customs 

authority or the District Officer for the removal of the seal.

;t. In accordance with section 0 of the said Regulation, any person who 
fails lo declare Ihe number of stills in his possession, or who removes the seal 
affixed therein without Ihe |iermission of Ihe Customs authority shall be liable 
In ihe following penalties:- 

(a) a line of £E. 4 in respect of each slill for a lirst offence: 

lb) a line of £E. S in respect of each still for a second offence; 

(c) a line of £E. 10 in respect of each slill for a subsequent offence.
